American land and naval forces, after 
a combined attack. A division of the 
squadron shelled the forts and in- 
trenchmcnts at Ma'.ate, on the south

On August 7, Gen. Mer- 
ritt and I formally demanded the sur- 
render of the city, which the Spani&h 
governor general refused.

The instructions which Gen. Merritt 


asked for was whether there snould ba 
a joint occupation of the city ot 
MUTUIU by the American and insurgent 
forces. The secretary of war. by the 
direction of the president, has sect a 
cable tiibpatuh to Gen. Merrill, say- 
ing there shall be no joint occupation 
whatever, and thai the city, bay alid 
harbor of Manila shall be held by the 
Uusteu States forces. Gen. Merritt's 
dispatch contained no more informa- 
tion than hud previously been s>ent by 
AJra Dewey. No list of casualties waa 
given. 


LONDON, Aug. IS.—The Manila cor-

soon a* it was considered practicable 
to assault, tbe Spanish trenches.

yet apparent, but considerable loss of 
life resulted.

Ad- 
miral Dewey and General Merritt have 
therefore abrogated the provision in 
the protocol wfaich it was feared would 
give the peace commissioners the 
greatest amount of trouble 
The Phil- 


ipines are not Spanish territory to be 
disposed of as such. By'conquest the 
islands are United States territory to 
be kept as such should this govern- 
ment decide that way. The Spaniards 
gave up the bone tuey intended to dis- 
pute over. They have lost the nine 
points in law, which goes with the 
possession.
